In the golden age of the province of the 
New Netherlands, when it was under the 
sway of Wouter Van Twiller, otherwise 
called Walter the Doubter, the people of 
the Manhattoes were alarmed, one sultry 
afternoon, just about the time of the sum- 
mer solstice, by a tremendous storm of 
thunder and lightning. ‘Phe rain descend- 
ed in such torrents as absolutely to spatter 
up and smoke along the ground. It seem- 
ed as if the thunder rattled and roared 
over the very roofs of the houses. The 
lightning was seen to play about the church 
of St. Nicholas, and to strive three miles, 
in vain, to strike its weathercock. Garret 
Van Horne’s new chimney was split almost 
from top to bottom, and Doflue Mildcber- 
yer was struck speechless from his bald 
taced mare, just as he was riding into town. 
fn a word, it was one of those unparalleled 
storms that only happen once within the 
memory of that venerable personage Known 
in all towns by the appellation of “ the 
oldest inhabitant.” 

Great was the terror of the good old wo- 
men of the Mauhattoes; they gathered their 
children together and took refuge in the 
cellars, after having hung a shoe on the 
icon point of every bed post, lest they 
should attract the lightning. At length 
the storm abated; the thunder sunk into 
a growl, and the setting sun, breaking from 
under the fringe: borders of the clouds, 
matle the broad bosom of the bay to gleam 
like a sea of molten gold.

build his new mansion. ‘Thus every one, 
rich and poor, great and small, looked out: 
for the arrival of “ The ship.” It was the 
great yearly event of the town of New Am- 
sterdam ; and from one end of the year to 
the other, the ship—the ship——the ship— 
was the continual topic of conversation. 

The news from tne fort, therefore, 
brought all the populace down to the bat- 
tery, to behold the wished for sight. It 
wos not exactly the time when she had 
been expected to arrive, and the circum- 
stance was a matter of some speculation. 
Many were the groups collected about the 
battery. Hf€re and there might be seen a 
burgomaster of slow and pompous gravity, 
giving his opinion, with great confilence, 
to a crowd of old women and idle boys.— 
At another place was a knot of old wea- 
ther beaten fellows, who had been seamen 
or fishermen in their times, and were great 
authorities on such occasions; these gave 
different opinions, and caused great dis- 
putes among their several adherents. But 
the man most looked up to, and followed, 
and watched by the crowd, was Hans Van 
Pelt, an old Dutch sea captain retired from 
service, the nautical oracle of the place.— 
He reconnoitered the ship through an an- 
cient telescope, covered with tarry canvas, 
hummed a Dutch tune to himsel/, and said 
nothing—a hum, however, from Hans Van 
Pelt had always more weight with the pub- 
lic than a speech from another man. 

In the mean time the ship became more 
distinct to the nakedeye. She wasa stout, 
round, Dutch built vessel, with high bow 
and poop, and bearing Dutch colours. The 
evening sun gilded her bellying canvass, 
as she came riding over the long waving 
billows. The sentinel who bad given notice 
of her approach declared, that he first got 
sight of oe when she was in the centre of 
the bay; and that she broke suddenly upon 
his sight, just as if she had come out of the 
bosom of the black thunder cloud. The 
by-standers looked at Hans Van Pelt to 
see what he would say to this report. - - 
Hans Van Pelt screwed his mouth closer 
together and said nothing; upon which 
some shook their heads, and others shrug- 
ged theic shoulders. 

The ship was now repeatedly hailed, but 
made no reply, and passing by the fort, 
stood on up the Hudson. A gun was 
brought to bear on her, and, with some dif- 
ficulty loaded and fixed by Hans Van Pelt, 
the garrison not being expert in artillery. 
The shot seemed absolutely to pass through 
the ship along the water on the other side, 
but no notice was taken.of it. What was 
strange she had all hey sails set, and sail- 
ed right against wind and tide, which were 
both down the river. 

Upon this Hans Van Pe!t, who was like- 
wise harbor master, ordered his boat, and 
set off to board her, but after rowing two 
or three hours he returned without success. 
Sometimes he would get within one or two 
hundred yards of her, and then, in a twink- 


ling, she would be half a tile off. Some 


by the flasies of a thunder storm, lighting 
upapitchy night, and giving glimpses of 
her careering across ‘Tappaan Ace, or the 
wide waste of Haverstraw Bay. At one 
moment she would appear close upon them, 
as if likely to run them down; and would 
threw them inte great bustle and alarm, 
when the nest flash would show her far off; 
always sailing against the wind, Some- 
times in quiet moonlight nights, she would 
be seen under some high bluff of the High- 
lands, all in deep shadow, excepting her 
top-sails glittering in the moon-beams.— 
By the time, however, that the voyages 
would reach the place, there would be no 
ship to be reen: sod when they passed on 
for some distance, and looked back, be- 
hold! there she was agais, with her top- 
sails in the moonshine! Her pearance 
was always just after, er just belore, or 
just in the midst of unruly weather: and 
she is known by all the skippers and voya- 
gers of the Hudson by the name of “ the 
sterm ship.” 

These reports perplexed the governor 
and his council wore than ever; and it 
would bg endless to repeat the conjectures 
and opinions that were uttered on the sub- 
ject. Some quoted cases in point of ships 
seen off the coasts of New-Kagland nave 
gated by witches and gobdbins. Old Hans 
Van Pelt, who had been more than once to 
the Dutch colony at the Cape of Good 
Hope, insisted that this must be the Fly- 
ing Dutchman, which had so long haunted 
Table Bay, but being unable to make port, 
had now sought another barbour. Others 
suggested, that if it really was a superna- 
tural apparition, as there was every natur- 
al reason to believe, it might be Hendrick 
Hudsen aod his crew of the Half Moon; 
who, it was well kaown, had once run 
aground in the upper part of the river, in 
seeking a north-west passage to China.— 
This opinion had very litthe weight wath 
the governor; but it possed current out of 
doors. Todeed, it had already becn report. 
ed that Hendrick Hudson and his 
haunted the Kaatsiill Mountain: and 
appeared very reasonable to suppose that 
his ship might infest the river were the en- 
terprise was baffled ; or that it might bear 
the shadowy crew to their perivdical re- 
vela in the mountain. 

Other events eceurred to occupy the 
thoughts and doubts of the soge Wouter 
and his council, and the Storm Ship ceas- 
ed to be a subject of deliberation at the 
board. It continued, however, to be a mat- 
ter of popular belief and inaivellous anee- 
dote throughout the whole time of the 
Dutch government: and portieuler!y just 
before the capture of New Ams erdam 
and the subjugation of the province, by 
the English squadron, About that tim 
the Storm Ship was repeatedly seen in the 
Tappaan Zee, about Weehawk, and even 
as far down as Hoboken, and her appear- 
ance was supposed to be ominous of the 
approaching squallin the public affairs, and 
the downfall of Dateh dujnenation. 

Since that we have no authentic 
accounts of her, th: lh itus said she still 
hawnts the Piehlaud., and cruises about 
Point-no-Pornt.

‘Thus she kept on, away up 
the river, lessening and lessening in the 
evening sunshine, until she faded from 
sight, like a little white cloud, melting 
away in a summer sky. 

The appearance of this ship threw the 
governor into one of the deepest doubts 
that ever beset him in the whole course of 
his administration, Fears were entertain- 
ed for the security of the infant settlements 
on the river, lest this might be an enemy's 
ship in disguise sent to teke possession.— 
The governor called together his counsel 
repeatedly to assist him with their con- 
jectures. He sat in his chair of state, 
built of timber from the sacred forest of 
the Hague; and smoked his long jasmin 
pipe; and listened to all that his counsel- 
lors had to say, on a subject about which 
they knew nothing; but in spite of all the 
conjecturing of the sagest and oldest heads, 
the governor still continued to doubt. 

Messengers were despached to differ- 
ent places on the river; but they returned 
without any tidings; the ship had made 
no port. Day after day, and week after 
week, elapsed; but she uever returned 
down the Hudson. As, however, the coun- 
cil seemed solicitous for intelligence, they 
soon had it in abundance. ‘The captains

PORTUGAL.—Gibraltar papers, receiv. 
ed at Boston to the 50th October, contain 
advices from Lisbon to the 13th, by which 
it appears that the Cartes were engaged in 
a discussion, respecting the intredaction 
of foreign grain for the supply of Lisbon, 
but had not come to any decision on the 
subject. Some of the deputies thought 
that the measure would be injurious to the 
National Agriculture.
